The annual report of the Commissioners of Belknap county — 
for the year ending Dec. 351, 1902, together with the reports 
of the superintendent of the County Farm, jailer, physician, 
clerk of the superior court, solicitor, sheriff, treasurer, and 
auditors is herewith presented. 

The County Farm, House of Correction and Jail, have been 
under the care of Mr. and Mrs. H. C. Weymouth. Their ser- 
vices have given excellent satisfaction, and they have been 
engaged for the current year. 

The financial condition of the County is highly satisfactory. 


The new building for an Insane Ward and House of Cor- 
rection, for the construction. of which five thousand dollars 


was appropriated by the last County Convention, has been 
completed. ; 

The total cost of the building, including sanitary plumbing, 
heating and lighting has been six thousand, two hundred and 
sixty-three dollars and eighteen cents, ($6,265.18). 

The county bills are all paid to date, the cash in the treas- 
ury is $11,360.34, being $499.90 in excess of amount on hand 
ome year ago. ‘There is also an amount of between $1200 and 
$1500 due Belknap County from Merrimack County as cash 
expended at the trial of George H. Greenleaf, which was trans- 
ferred from Merrimack County to Belknap County by order 
of the court, which will come to our county treasury at the 
termination of the case. 

The Commissioners wish to thank Mr. Lucian A. Ladd and 
the elergymen and others who have held religious services at — 
the farm for the past year. Also we wish to acknowledge the 
donations at Christmas time sent to the farm by our manu- 
facturers and others which were greatly appreciated by the 
inmates.

To the Supreme Court: 


We herewith submit our eleventh semi-annual report of the 
auditing of the several accounts of the county officers for the 
period ending June 30, 1902, as required by law. 

We have examined the bills rendered by the county commis- 
sioners for their services and expenses, from January 1, 1902, 
to July 1, 1902, and are of the opinion that the sums charged 
are for time actually spent in the business of the county. 

We have also examined the treasurer’s account and find it 
correct with proper vouchers for all payments made byhim. We 
have compared the orders paid by the treasurer with the record 
of orders drawn by the county commissioners, and find that 
they agree, and that the treasurer has paid all orders drawn by 
them. The treasurer had on hand January 1, 1902, $10,875.80. 
He has received from all sources $8,376.54, making a total of 
$19,252.34. He has paid out on orders drawn by the county 
commissioners, $12,061.79; on orders drawn by the court, 
$4,663.69 ; coupons on bonds, $1,030.00; making a total of 
$17,755.48, which leaves a balance on hand of $1,496.86. 

We have also examined the account of the superintendent 
of the county farm and find that he has received for board of 
inmates, prisoners in the jail and all other sources $510.85, 
which he has paid to the treasurer.
